A HERALD special corvespondent, dating in Mosul,
supplies the foliowing valuable and highly Interest-
ing communication, the facts having been annoted
almost entirely “amkist the bricks of Nineveh:"—

Religion.
Mosuy, May 18, 1870,

Apart from its proximity to the remains of Nipe-
weh, there 18 lictle mdeed to attract the general
traveller to vialt the cly of Mosal, Thanks to 1ts
position on the Tigris, and the industry of its inhabit-
ants, it can bonsy of a population of 40,000 or 50,000,
who are reputed to be very wealthy, As o clly 1t
differs in no respect from the general Orleatal pat-
tern—narrew streets, square, fat-roofed houses,
straight, vaulied bazaars, turbaned men, velled
women and an sbudance of donkeys, It 1s aimply
& smaller edition of Bugdad, or Bassoral, or Aleppo.

To Americans 1t 18 glso of some luterest, as haviog
been the seene of twealy vears of American misslon-
ary labor, Outside the walls, ln the cemetery where
Europeans are usually luterred, a (dozen or more of
Blmple graves conlaln the remalus of such among
the misglonaries as have here Dolsted thelr career,
I am sorry, however, to have to add that tias is
aluiost the only trace of the former operations of the
mission. Six years ago the geid was abandoned,
and though there 1s sl a small Protestant chureh,
nombering some sixty or seventy members, v 1s
constantly growing smaller, and & few more years
will almost certamnly witness {rs total extinetion.
Upen the popuistion lu general no Impression
whatever was mude by twenly years ol conselen-
tlous, earnest labor. 'The Eutopeans here, indeed,
speak of the American nussionarics with grest re-
spect, bul they add that the work In which they
were engaged was one In which success cannot be
hoped for,  Sach converts as were made eame from
a Uhristlan charch—the Nestorians; there 18 not an
tostance on record of a Massulman having been
drawu over to the true tlin.

Strikingly different Lo this someéwhat sad story of
wasted effort s the brilllant success of the French
mission of the Dominican Fathers, This misslon
numbers severgl thousand converts, and I8 now
erceting o handsome chureh—an erection which,
when finished, will be the most imposing edifice In
Mosul  One peed not seek far, however, for the ex-
planciion of this diference. The people in Mosul
upon whowm both nussions have exclusively directed
thetr proselytising batteries are Eastern Christlans,
whose ritual and ereed vartes butslightly from those
of the Church of Rome. From one church to the
othes s bndecd buat o step, and the Christlans of
Mosul have the sirongest of secular reasons to make
AL; for, let them but ones become Catholles, and the
Frepel governmeot, which 1s represented here by
& full Consul, will goany lengih to protect thein,

while, Il they become Prdtestants, they are; rathe)
more defenceless than bofore, lor they are disowned
by the Church-they leave, whie the heads of the
Churen they joiu have no polincal influence whit-
ever, 1L should be remembered that the Dominican
Fathers nave falled smong the Mussuluiau &% com-
Ppleiely as the Amerfcan wission has dooe: they
caunol bogsi a slngle convert.

It 18 imdeed one of the two or
three figures which Mesars, Layard and Hotts ex-
humed and alodred and wished to carry away, but
were unable to do $0 on account of thelr weighl, The
fgure s that of 0 bull or a horse, whilchever autl-
fquiarigns have decyled It to be, the breast covered
with couch shells, the shoalders adorned with feath-
ered wings, and ihe head buman in shape, with As-
syrian features and o huge curled beard, The head
18 crowned.  All round the gldes of she ignre there
are lung cuneform inscriptions, The earving, as
with the fi; ut the :yawound. is &l us per.

JONAH'S GRAVE.

1 had almost forgoiten to eay that at the village of
Nincveh the spot where the mirnculous goard grew
Is silll pointed out. The same spot, agcordiug 1o
Moslem tradition, js the site of Junan's grave, and a
mosque, not very handsome, has been erected upon
it ¢ sucveeded, alter a great deal of trouble, in

Whatever feclings may have Leen pro-
dueed by the terrors and sufferings of the late war,
we cannot forges that those who regard the early
Revolution as Lthe source of all American prosperity
and happiness must atiribote to that great and good
man more of the eredit of success than to any other,
In contemplating his  chatacter and achieve-
mentds we  lose  sight of more recent events,
All must delight to honor him, and no one has ever
yeu feit justified in refusing to pay tribute to his

memory.,  In colonial times there were five Eplsco-
pal churches in Wesimoreland, Pope's Creek chien
Wis pearest o the birthplace of Washinglon,
and it is  suppused his  family = worsiipped
there, The churches were Yeocomico, Nomind,
Pope's Creek, Round il Leeds, Of these Bishop
Meade says, In his ©01d Charches and Famiiles of
Virginin'':—*"Where are now tue venerable churches?
Pope's Creek, Round Hill, Nomini, Leeds—where are
they s Yeocomico only survives the general wreck.
Or the old men, mansions, churches, &c., we are
tempted to say, ‘Folt fiium, e ingens gloria Doy
danium.’ And yet we rejolce to think that new
ones have taken thelr places, in some respects bet-
ter sutted to present times and circumstunces,
Those who In the general defectlon have remaloed
trie to the Church are exerting themsclves to repiulr
the waste places; and we trust there awalts for
Westmoreland & greater glory than she former.” In
regurid to ihe new churches that have taken the
plnced of the old ones the Bishop was In error,
iven the spot where Pope's Creek etood cannot
With certainty be designated, There are now no
Episcogalians in its viemily, aud for the evidences
of 4 church there we must lovk only to history. Iy
15 true that & new (comparatively) brick church has
Leen buiit on the site of the old Nomiol chureh, but
none upon those of the others. A few Eplscopal
churchiesd have been bulll n other plazes In the
county, bui rhese are languishing aod show but few
BigDY Fr vitulity. Indeed, when oiie looks over the
pasl iistory of Virginia, her churches, her Institutlons
and ber once prond position, the exclumatlion seems
wvoluntury “Fult Hiem, et tagens glovia Dar-
dantum,” At one time every county had ita mas-
slve Eplscopal church, baill in the most substantial
manner, showlig them to have been the religious re-
sort for the people of wealth and standing fn the
State, Now most of these have crumbled into dust,
leaving mo stone to mark the spots from which
CUrNCEL prayers once asgended to heaven. Even the
inaterials of the new churches, so uusubstantiul,
seem to say, “We are rapldly passing away and soon
tie Episcopal Chiurch ln Yirgioia will be no more.”
Many counties 1 which in former duys there were
several Eptscopal churches now have none, and com-
paratively few of their lnhabitants cun polnt o
BIFANYCT T ANY 8ot where there was once one. In
view of Uus state of the Churen In Westmoreland 1t
Las oceorred to us that if there i8 really any desire
upon the purt of the American people to build a
chureh in memory of Washington no place could be
more sultable than the sile of Yeocomico churel,
wndd insicad of Lbuldiog w new church repatr this
one. Of course Pope's Creek clhurch, having been
the place of regort of the Washington family, that
Epot  would naturelly suggest itsell a9 the
one most suitable, Bot  there are no Epls-
copiliaus  there now, and the chareh  wouid
not  be altended. W ngton  used  to
attend Yeocomico, and traditlon saya he was bap-
Uzed there. Beng the only old church le(t in the
counly, it seems by far the most appropriate place
for those who are lawdatores temnmporis actl to conse-
crate 1o the memory of an early and altractive opoc
in the lstory of the charch and of the country.
Thls church I8 now out of iguﬂr. but by & recent es-
timate of an Engish archit®et, who has settied, in
1t neighborhood, an expenditure ol $1,400 would
PuL it in perfect order.  The original wall surround-
ing the yurd ol the church 18 in good repuir, and
averages about foar feet of thick, solid masoney, The
church was built in 1506, Over one door in the bricks
I8 cut a rose; over another the Bcoteh thistle, In
